a Corn is by far the most important grain feed 
of divestock. In 1919 it mwas estinatec that-over 56 
miLLion tons of corn vero fed to livestock as grain. 
Besides the grain fed there were over 39 million tons 
of corn silage consumed by our farm snimals. This feed 
produced by corn was sufficient, theoretically, to sup-_ 
port 27,008,000 animal units for one year, wnich means 
that 25 ner cent of the entire sustenance of our live~ 
Stock Le.suypliad by “our corn crop:

The Corn’Hog Ratio is an indicator of the 
probable future trend in the use of corn as 2 fecd-for 
hogs :

In 1910 1200 lbs. Hogs cousled 13.3 Bushels Corn, 
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. When more than the sverage (11.4) number of 
bushels of corn are required to equal the value of 
100 lbs. of hogs more corn is fed to hogs and hog 
production increases, 3 


When less than the average (11.4) number of 
bushels of corn sre required to equal the velue of 
190 lbs. of hogs fewer hogs are fed and hog vroduction 
declines.
